started out division the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club 
and later became subsidiary corporation. 
The first connection brand name 
trademark came August 1920 when 
Karl Musser assisted Mr. N.H. Hill 
Halfred Farms, Chagrin Falls, Ohio, and Mr. 
W.O. Moss, Gledka Farms Chagrin Falls, 
Ohio, designed and used the first “Golden 
Guernsey Products” cap. 
This cap used the Guernsey jug enclosed 
two circles, and around the circle were 


the words “Golden Guernsey Product”. The 
three men used this cap milk produced 
the Halfred and Gledka Farms and sold 
Chagrin Falls and Shaker Heights, sub- 
urb Cleveland. 

The next connection with trademark 
came 1922 when W.E. Davis, fieldman 
for the New York Guernsey Breeders' As- 
sociation, and Floyd Barlow, Ohio 
Guernsey Association fieldman, 
designed trademark and devised plan 
promote the sale Guernsey milk. Mr.

Tuesday evening, May 15, 
meeting was held, with men present, for 
the consideration trademark for Guern- 
sey products. The resolutions were prepared 
and submitted the Annual Meeting 
May 16, when D.O. Brant California, 
moved: 

the meeting The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club that the Executive Committee 
secure legal protection for Guernsey Prod- 
ucts, first and primarily, for purebred 
Guernsey cows, and secondarily, but quite 
important, for grade Guernsey products, 
which are understood produced from 
cows sired purebred bulls and having 
breed characteristics Guernsey cattle.” 

this same meeting, the Executive 
Committee instructed vice president Will- 
iam Caldwell secure legal assistance 
and perfect the trademark Golden Guern- 
sey Products, which was still being used 
Halfred and Gledka Farms. According the 
records, Mr. Caldwell wasted time his 
efforts perfect the trademark. Septem- 
ber 1923, shipment Golden Guern- 
sey Products were transported from 
Caldwell’s farm Peterborough, New 
Hampshire, Boston, Massachusetts. This 
established that Golden Guernsey Products 
had been shipped inter-state commerce 
that the Club could secure Federal registra- 
tion the trademark. 

Mr. Caldwell completed the registration 
the trademark September 23, 1923, 
Washington, D.C. The records show that the 
Massachusetts association was granted the 
first agency contract September 
1923, the same date which the trademark 
was registered nationally. The Ohio and New 
York associations were granted licenses later 
that same year. 

Between the years 1924 and 1929, 
changes were made the trademark and 
anyone could use the trademark. However, 
there were never any records kept milk 
sales during these years and there way 
knowing how much milk was actually 
sold Golden Guernsey. 


Mr. E.L. Westover was given the title 


Special Milk Representative 1926 and 
was the first man charge Golden 
Guernsey until 1928. January 1928, 
Mr. W.W. Fitzpatrick, one the original 
three fieldmen for the Club, took over the 
Golden Guernsey activities. the Milk 
Marketing Specialist for Golden Guernsey, 
Mr. Fitzpatrick was given ample amount 
credit for the development the program 
with his able guidance, excellent lead-ship 
and hard work.

infringements because set rules and 
requirements for the production and mar- 
keting Guernsey milk, much Mr. 
Fitzpatrick’s tenure was spent clearing 
them. Mr. Fitzpatrick resigned from the 
position 1936, but never lost interest 
the program. When the Golden Guernsey 
Advisory Council was organized 1937, 
was charter member. 

The beginning definite program for 
marketing Golden Guernsey milk came with 
the formation mat service three 
newspaper campaigns, plus free distribution 
literature the program. The New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin Guernsey 
Breeders’ Associations became interested 
the program this time and took over 
Golden Guernsey activities their respec- 
tive states 1930. 

Golden Guerney milk sales not only held 
their own, but made satisfactory increase 
during the depression 1930. During this 
time, the Indiana Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation became interested and was made 
and Michigan were sharing supervision with 
the Indiana and Ohio associations. 

1931, with the increase sales, 
larger advertising program was offered 
distributors Golden Guernsey milk and 
arrangements were being completed be- 
gin national advertising Good House- 
keeping magazine. 

The year 1933 found national advertis- 
ing being carried the Home Jour- 
nal, The Milk Dealer, Better Homes and 
Gardens, the Journal the American Medi- 
cal Association and Good Housekeeping. 
Promotional literature and timely publicity 
reached new peak. 


Golden Guernsey, Inc. was established 
1934 non-profit agricultural corpora- 
tion, incorporated under the laws the State 
Connecticut. The organization and estab- 
lishment Golden Guernsey, Inc. was ex- 
ecuted 1934 facilitate handling the milk 
marketing activities previously handled 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club. 

Following the resignation Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, Mr. Herman Hill retained the 
position Sales Manger for Golden Guern- 
sey, Inc., resigning 1937. 

committee, representing Maryland, 
Delaware and Virginia, was started 1935. 
This committee petitioned the Executive 
Committee advance the funds support 
milk marketing representative for the 
territory those three states. 
agent was employed represent Golden 
Guernsey, Inc., that district and office 
was established Washington, D.C. All 
activities were under the direct supervision 
the national office and all income re- 
ceived from the sales milk under the 
trademark was remitted the national of- 
fice. 

After the resignation Herman Hill 
1937, Arthur Telfer was employed

oping the Golden Guernsey milk sales for 
the Indiana Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 

During 1937, Golden Guernsey, Inc. and 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club were 
segregated completely. was during 1937 
when service fee charge five cents per 
hundred quarts Open Territory were ap- 
proved.
